the proportion the clerk was Instruct­ 
ed to certify the levy as folic ws to the 
county auditor: 
General fund. 1.065; street, 1.15; fire, 
1.9; police. .2; light, 1.4; interest, 2.; 
sanitary, .5; library, .5; park. .2. 
The levy totaled amounts to 9.5. 
which is 2.3 less than is lawfully al­ 
lowed. 
Many citisens and a few of 
the councilmen were under the im­ 
pression that a levy exceeding 9 would 
be not in conformity with the law, blit 
the solicitor, after investigating, found 
that it would be perfectly legal to 
levy 11.8 . One mill As equal to $5.- 
685.41, and therefore the 9.5 equals 
$54,011.39. The total valuation of the 
city’s property is $5,685,410.

AND HIS GREATNE8B 
Miss Rest Humrlckhouse began her 
oration on "Grant” by the declaration 
that the names of Lincoln and Grant 
will always be inseparably aasociated 
In connection with the events of the 
war of the rebellion. The two had 
many traits in common. 
Both were of 
humble origin and both spent their 
early life in close acquaintance with 
hard work. Grant’s greatness lay in 
the fact that he always perceived 
early the situation before him and 
adapted his means to the end.

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GRANDLY IMPRESSIVE 
WERE THE EXERCISES 
OF MEMORIAL DAY 
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Relief Corps, Sons of Veterans and 
Fellow Citizens: 
It 
is unnecessary 
for roe to stop to inquire the purpose 
of this assemblage. 
This is the na 
tion’s Sabbath. A more beautiful and 
Impressive scene could not 
be 
wit­ 
nessed than that of a redeemed nation 
turning aside from its daily toil and 
gathering around the graves of its de­ 
fenders, bearing offerings of 
flowers 
and giving suitable expressions of love 
and gratitude which a great people 
feel towards those 
who gave their 
lives in defense of their country. 
“To every union soldier it is a day 
filled with sweet and precious memo­ 
ries. 
Unlike the dead of other wars, 
the memory of our comrades 
never 
fades. 
They still walk by our side. 
With enfeebled step we still carry the 
flag tney loved so well. We interpret 
your presence here today to mean that 
we have your sympathy In our years 
o f decline, and still further as a mar* 
o f the respect and confidence that the 
loyal, patriotic citizens of our 
good 
city bears towards the Grand Army.” 
Lincoln's address at Gettysburg was 
then read by Post Commander Daniel 
JlcLane as follows: 
“Four score and seven years ago our 
fathers brought forth on this conti­ 
nent a new nation, conceived In liberty 
and dedicated to the proposition that 
all men are created equal. Now we 
are engaged in a great civil war; test­ 
ing whether that nation, or any nation 
mo conceived and so dedicated, can 
long endure. We are met on a great 
battlefield of that war. We have come 
to dedicate a portion of that field, as 
rn final resting place for those who 
there gave their lives that that nation 
might live. it is altogether fitting and 
proper that we should do this. 
“But, in a larger sense, we cannot 
dedicate—we cannot consecrate—we 
©Annot 
hallow—this 
ground. 
The 
lb rave men, living and dead, who strug­ 
gled here, have consecrated It, far 
mbove our poor power to add to or de­ 
tract from. The world will little note 
nor long remember what we say here, 
but it can never forget what they did 
here, it is for us, the living, rather to 
be dedicated here to the unfinished 
work which they who fought here have 
thus far so nobly advanced. It is rath­ 
er for us to be here dedicated to the 
great task remaining before us—that 
from these honored dead we take in­ 
creased devotion to that 
cause for 
which they gave the last full measure 
of devotion—that this nation, under 
Got!, shall have a new birth of freedom 
—and that government of the people, 
by the people, for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth.” 
An invocation by Rev. Dr. J C. Tag­ 
gart followed, after which ‘ America" 
was sung by the post quartet and the 
audience. The Memorial day address 
was then given by L. T. Farr, of Ro­ 
gers, who in part said: 
“Mr. Chairman, Members of the 
Grand Army, Ladies aud Gentlemen: 
I know not how I might better Intro­ 
duce my remarks to you this afternoon 
ihan by quoting 
briefly 
from 
that 
splendid oration delivered by its gift 
od author upon the consecrated 
soil 
of Gettysburg, soon after its sod had 
been crimsoned with the life blood OI 
the flower of our American manhood, 
and when he said: 
it was appointee 
by law in Athens that the obsequies 
of lier citizens 
who fell 
in 
battle 
should lie performed at tho public ex­ 
pense and in the most honorable man 
ner. Their remains were carefully 
gathered up from the battle plain or 
the funeral pyre and bi ought borne to 
tile city. 
‘ lucre for three days before burial 
they lay in stat*' b e n e a t h 
t e n t s 
ut 
honor, to receive the native offerings 
of friends and relatives 
flower, 
weapons, precious ornaments, painted 
vases and wonders of art 
w hich after 
3,000 years adorn tho museums ut 
modern Europe were laid there, th* 
last tribute of surviving affection. Ten 
collins of funeral 
cypress 
received, 
©ne for each of the tribes of the city 
and an cdevent.li for the unrecognized 
dead, and of those whose remains 
could not lie recovered. 
“Oh the fourth day the funeral pro 
cession was formed in which it was ex­ 
pected that ad citizens, aside 
from 
friends ann relatives, should 
bear a 
part. Thus marshaled they moved to 
the place of interment in that fatuous 
C eram als, the most beautiful suburb 
o f Athens, which hail been adorned by 
Clition, the sou of Miltiades, with 
walkB and 
fountains and columns; 
whose groves were tilled with altars, 
shrines and temples; whose garden- 
were kept forever green by streams of 
living water flowing down from the 
surrounding hills; 
whose pathways 
gleamed with the monuments to the 
illustrious dead, the sublime work of 
the most matchless 
skill 
that ever 
tgave life to marble. 
“"There, in the midst of that elo­ 
quent silence of God and nature, un­ 
derneath tb^ over reaching plain trees 
upon a lofty stage erected for that pur­ 
pose, it was ordained that the funeral 
oration should be pronounced by some 


citizen of Athens in the presence of 
the assembled multitude.’ 
“Such were the tokens of respect 
required to lie paid at Athens to the 
memory of those who had fallen in 
defense of their country; 
such, my 
fellow citizens, is 
the 
purpose 
for 
which we have assembled today; after 
the flight of more than 23 centuries, 
we come in the spirit of Roman pa­ 
triotism and in the light of a boltel 
civilization, to stand at the grave side 
of our fallen countrymen and pray to 
honored dust the tribute of our I ive 
and I feel today, as r** 
• *>efore, how 
justly, from the daw.', a history to 
he present time, men have paid the 
homage of their gratitude and admir 
ation to the memory of those 
who, 
through his resolve and unselfish sac 
riflee, laid even life Itself upon the 
altar of their common country, and lf 
this tribute were ever due to 
whom 
could it be more Justly paid than to 
those about 
whose 
lasting resting 
place we stand today, to bedeck theli 
silent tents of green with our tokens 
of love and affection? 
“How many who now hear me. re 
member the dark days of 1861 when 
our great commonwealth of American 
states felt the first shock occasional 
by discordant and rebellious elements? 
• •ow many felt that thrill of alarm, 
when the news flashed from one loyal 
state lo another that Sumter had 
fallen? Ay! who has forgotten those 
days In 
which 
so 
many 
northern 
homes were saddened? 
“Though youth 
has ripened 
into 
manhood and manhood turned to tot­ 
tering age, the memory still lives ana 
returns today freighted with unwonted 
sadness. 
“Again we hear the call for $75,000 
men; again the Sabbath stillness of 
our quiet vales Is broken by the 
thrilling, fascinating strain of martial 
music. 
“And so began one - of the greatest 
struggles for political supremacy that 
ever rent the social fabric or disturb­ 
ed tne internal equilibrium 
of 
any 
state or nation. 
“Methinks I see that proud and no- 
•**e army of the Potomac as its col­ 
umns. with banners fluttering In the 
breeze, file out from the defenses of 
the national capital, to meet the ad­ 
vancing foe with steol, untried but con­ 
fident, a sublime spectacle of manly 
courage and patriotic devotion. 
"What wonder that a great and 
grateful people offers an annual trib­ 
ute of love and affection to the mem­ 
ory which is now as sacred as the prin­ 
ciples for which they contended? And 
when the last veteran shall be gath 
•red to the breast of earth and shall 
speak only in the dumb eloquence of 
the myriad mounds, theso lessons of 
patriotism shall be repeated and with 
each recurring season, the 
gathered 
sweetness of the first fruits of spring 
time, shall be brought to these sacred 
shrines, as emblems, that as long as 
the sun shines to call forth the hidden 
life from the soul and heaven's tear 
drop kiss hill and meadow 
and the 
blue dome arches above us, so long 
shall we esteem freedom to be the 
dearest possession of our blood-bought 
republic and 
continue onward ana 
upward toward that glorious destiny 
of national 
worth 
and exccl'enco, 
which God in His infinite providence 
aas ordained for the children of men.” 
The quartet then gave another se­ 
lection, after which the audience w'as 
dismissed after a bort prayer by Rev. 
J. W. Gorrell, pastor of the Christian 
church.

Inspiring because our coun­ 
try is the exemplay of nations, and en­ 
nobling because Its manifest destiny 
Is the highest development of human 
rights and their perfect application 
to the principles of civil liberty. 
"The first republic of modern times, 
emerging unfettered and free, with 
the chains and shackles which tyran­ 
ny had forced broken into atoms; it 
faced the future, supplanted the taint­ 
ed and corrupted blood of royalty in 
the government of human beings with 
the character and vlrture of its citi­ 
zens; for the gilded throne of the 
monarch It set up the voice of the peo­ 
ple. 
It placed government by force 
Into government by election, govern­ 
ment by instruction; entailments that 
retard and debase into a government 
by the cultivation of the higher moral 
faculties, that appeal to the intelli­ 
gence and the Justice of Integrity of 
man. Then, as now, man wore upon 
his brow the image and likeness of 
Almighty God, which Is the highest 
Incentive to the exaltation of mind 
and purity of soul, but never until his 
station in life was proclaimed by these 
United States, and It was written that 
all men were created free and equal. 
“The consideration of my 
theme 
leads me to the second title of the 
name of our order—Columbus. That

patriotism. 
The 
name of Columbus is found on the first 
page of American history. ’Twas Co­ 
lumbus, the Catholic, with hiH Catholic 
crew, that discovered this continent 
and a Catholic gave it the name of 
America. 
If we are true to our God, 
we cannot be false to our country, 
and lf we are true knights we must be 
true Catholics, which means the best 
of patriots, and here in this favored 
land, under the benignity of the re­

Inspiring because our coun­ 
try is the exemplay of nations, and en­ 
nobling because Its m anifest destiny 
Is the highest development of human 
rights and their perfect application 
to the principles of civil liberty. 
"The first republic of modern times,

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EMPHIS has long been not­ 
ed as the great training 
grounds for thoroughbreds 
of the western turf, but not 
until recently has the Tennessee me­ 
tropolis developed Into 'prominence as 
a training ground for light harness 
horses. 
The building cf the magnifi­ 
cent new Billings park at a cost of 
over $300,000 established Memphis on 
the map na a fight harness center 
This track was built by a syndicate 
beaded by C. K. G. Billings of Chica­ 
go. 
Mr. Billings is an enthusiastic 
fancier of tile fight harness horse and 
m aintains one of the most extensive 
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strings of trotters and pacers cam­ 
paigned in this country. Billings park 
has first class stabling accommoda­ 
tions for several hundred head of 
horses. 
Every stall Is occupied, and 
the horses are all well advanced in 
their training. 
The track is one of tho fastest fight 
harness courses In the United States. 
AU kinds of records were broken over 
It during the first meeting beld last 
fall. According to Ed Geers, Memphis 
la on Ideal spot to winter trotters and 
pacers, so far as the climatic condi­ 
tions are concerned. 
He Is also en­ 
thusiastic over the manner In which 
the track at Billings park la kept, but 
at the some time he cannot help put­ 
ting In a goof! word for Selma. Ala.. 
where he wintered the celebrated Haul 
Un string for many years.

Geers says that she bas 
been doing extremely well this winter 
and gives every Indication of display­ 
ing winning form on the track the com­ 
ing season. 
The fastest pacer In Geers’ stable is 
Shadow Chimes, 2:()«%. 
This horse, 
as his name would indicate, is a son 
of Chimes, one of the most successful 
■Ires that ever stood at Village farm. 
Ills dam Is a daughter of Mambrino 
King. 
Shadow Chimes has wintered 
splendidly. He is certain to reduce his 
mark during the coming season.

HINTS TOR FARMERS 


Fertilisers Per Altaite. 
J. EL O., Wilmington, O.. writes: 
"Which ta better for seeding down al­ 
falfa In sugar tree land twice in corn. 
pure ground bone, medium, ammonia 
1.95, 26.23 phosphor^ acid, or ammonia 
1.50, 7.68 available phosphoric acid, 2.74 
Insoluble and 8.11 potash—200 pounds 
per acre?" 
In a general way one can use to best 
advantage to start alfalfa a fertilizer 
rich In phosphoric acid. 
Yet potash 
tells on some soils, and on some lime 
tells, and on all a supply of Immediate­ 
ly available nitrogen is a great help. 
No one can lay down a rule for anothei 
man’s soil; only I know of one safe 
practice. ariR that is to apply liberally 
stable manure; it never fails on alfalfa. 
Two hundred pounds to the acre la 
far too light an application if the land 
is really seriously deficient in fertility. 
When men ask me to prescribe fertili­ 
zers for alfalfa, I feel like playing*‘Beef- 
steak Mike” on them. 
Mike keeps bo 
tel and restaurant iii the west. 
He is 
a genius to cook a steak. No one dreams 
of asking for any other meat at Mike’s. 
When a stranger happens in. Mike, 
who is bls own cook and walter, goes 
over the fam iliar rigamarole, "Pork 
chops, lamb chops, roast beef and beef­ 
steak." 
The stronger hesitates, then 
orders pork chops. Mike stares ut him 
in dismay for a moment, then disap­ 
pears and presently sets down in front 
of him a magnificent steak, done to a 
turn. 
"E at thot!" he commands. 
“It 
will be a heap better for ye!” 
And 
never thereafter does the traveler fail 
to order the steak. So with alfalfa am’ 
fertilizers; stable manure will be u 
••heap better for ye.” 
It adds humus 
ss well as fertility, favors bacterial ac­ 
tion and makes ttye land more porous 
and easier drained of excess water aud 
more retentive of moisture during 
droughts. 
Of the mineral fertilizers 
wood ashes are the best that I have 
ever tried. Apply liberally. Lime tells 
on some soils, making the differences 
between success and failure.—Joseph 
E. Wing in Breeder’s Gazette. 


R ich S o il F o r P o ta to es. 
The potato Is a gross feeder aud will 
respond readily to liberal feeding. Keep 
the soli full of humus or decaying veg­ 
etable matter. Oftentimes a dressing of 
coarse manure or green crop plowed 
under or stubble aud root system of a 
previous grass or clover crop may not 
of itself contain so much plant food, 
but the mechanical effect upon the 
soil, the breaking down of rocky and 
inert elements of nutrition in process 
of decomposition that have hitherto 
been locked up in an irresponsive and 
unsatisfactory soil, is oftentimes the 
making of a crop of potatoes, and then, 
while the potato does not w ant a wet 
soil, it does ne«*d a grout deal of mois 
ture during the latter period of growth. 
and a good supply of humus will give 
the soil a very much larger capacity 
for the storage of this moisture. 


T o a n g Stock. 
Most farm ers find their stock increas­ 
ing In number at this season with the 
coming of calves, lambs, pigs and chick­ 
ens. If pains have been taken to breed 
from good stock, each one should me; n 
additional income to the farm er or 
more value to his personal property. 
They should therefore be welcomed on 
arrival, properly cared for and hospi­ 
tably treated. Do not neglect to meet 
them until they have shivered with the 
cold a few hours or grown hungry, aud 
do not fail to supply good food in prop­ 
er amounts at regular Intervals. That 
is the way welcome visitors should be 
received in this country. — American 
Cultivator. 


A sh e s and S tr a w b e r r ie s . 
We have not found wood ashes best 
for straw berries except on very sour 
or damp scil. 
The straw berry seems 
to do best on a soli th at is neutral— 
neither very sour nor very alkaline. 
The ashes contain lime, which will 
make an ordinary soil too alkaline for 
the strawberries to do their best. 
On 
a very sour soil the ashes would be 
likely to show excellent results. 
From 
our own experience we should use the 
ashes on the grain. 
Do not use them 
on potatoes if you are troubled with 
potato scab. 
The lime In the ashes 
will encourage the work of the fungus 
that causes this scab. — Rural New 
Y’orker. 


S o il V o r R hubarb. 
Rhubarb needs a deep and very for 
tile soil, and it is useless to expect to 
grow it in a thin, dry soil unless tinder 
Irrigation, not that it needs wet ground 
by any means, but a soil retentive ot 
moisture and rather inclined to clay, 
though good rhubarb can be grown in 
quite a sandy soil if it be well manured. 
No amount of fertilizer will take the 
place of stable manure with this plant. 
The organic m atter in the manure, mak­ 
ing the soil more retentive of moisture, 
makes it Indispensable when large and 
succulent stalks are desired. 


D ry A p p lica tio n o f P o iso n s. 
If small garden patches are dusted 
w ith poison from bags or with hand 
bellows for the destruction of Insects, 
It is advisable always to dilute the par­ 
is green with ten parts of dour or. pref­ 
erably, lime, and for application to veg­ 
etables which will ultimately be used 
for food one ounce of the poison should 
be mixed with six pounds of flour or 
ten of lime nod dusted merely enough 
to show evenly over fhe surface. 
Ar­ 
senicate should not be applied to let­ 
tuce or other vegetables the free leaf­ 
age of which is eaten.

O ftentim es a dressing of 
coarse m anure or green crop plowed 
under or stubble nnd root system of a 
previous grass or clover crop may not 
of Itself contain so much plant food 
but the m echanical effect upon the 
soil. the breaking down of rocky and 
inert elem ents of nutrition in process 
of decomposition th a t have hitherto 
been locked up In an Irresponsive nnd 
unsatisfactory soil, is oftentim es the 
m aking of a crop of potatoes, and then. 
while the potuto does not w ant a wet 
soil, It docs need a grunt deal of mois 
tore during the latter period of grow th, 
and a good supply of hum us will give 
the soil a very much larger capacity 
for the storage of this moisture. 


Yon hit Stock. 
Most farm ers find their stock Increus 
lug in num ber a t this season w ith the 
com ing of calves, lam bs, pigs and chick­ 
ens. If pains have been taken to breed 
from good stock, each one should me; ri 
additional income to the farm er or 
more value to his personal property. 
They should therefore be welcomed on 
arrival, properly cared for nnd hospi­ 
tably treated. 
Do not neglect to meet 
them until they have shivered w ith the 
cold a few hours or grow n hungry, and 
do not fail to supply good food in prop­ 
er am ounts at regular intervals. 
T hat

received in this country. — Am erican 
Cultivator.

Ashes and Strawberries. 
We have not found wood ashes best 
for straw berries except on very sour 
or dam p scil. 
The straw berry seem s 
to do best on a soil th a t is n eu tral— 
neither very sour nor very alkaline. 
The ashes contain lime, w hich will 
make an ordinary soil too alkaline for 
the straw berries to do their best. 
On 
a very sour soil th e ashes would be 
likely to show excellent results. 
From 
our own experience we should use the 
ashes on the graiu. 
Do not use them 
on potatoes if you are troubled w ith 
potato scab. 
The lime in the ashes 
will encourage the work of the fungus 
th at causes this scab. — Rural New 
Yorker. 


Soli por Ilhnbarb. 
R hubarb needs a deep and very for 
tile soil, and it is useless to expect to 
grow it in a thin, dry soil unless under 
irrigation, not th a t it needs wet ground 
by any means, but a soil retentive of 
m oisture and rath er inclined to clay. 
though good rhubarb can be grown in 
quite a sandy soil if it be well m anured. 
No am ount of fertilizer will take the 
place of stable m anure w ith this plant. 
The organic m atter in the m anure, m ak­ 
ing the soil more retentive of moisture, 
makes it indispensable w hen large and 
succulent stalks are desired. 


Dry Application of Polson*. 
If small garden patches are dusted 
w ith poison from bags or w ith hand 
bellows for the destruction of Insects, 
it is advisable alw ays to dilute the p ar­ 
is green w ith ten p arts of dour or. pref­ 
erably. lime, and for application to veg­ 
etables which will ultim ately be used 
for food one ounce of the poison should 
be mixed w ith six pounds of flour or 
ten of lime and dusted merely enough 
to show evenly over file surface. 
A r­ 
senicate should not be applied to let­ 
tuce or other vegetables the free leaf­ 
age of which is eaten.

Punished, but Let Not Thoee Liv­

Too 


Strongly Against Them. 


Washington, 
May 
31.—Decoration 
day was observed here yesterday per­ 
haps more generally than ever before. 
President Roosevelt spoke at Arling­ 
ton cemetery. 
Speaking of the reported cruelties 
in the Philippines, be said in part: 
“The guilty 
are to be punished; 
but in punishing them, let these who 
sit at ease at home, who walk deli­ 
cately and live in the soft places ot 
the earth, remember also to do them 
common justice. 
"Peace and freedom—are there two 
better objects for which a soldier 
can fight? 
Well, these are precisely 
tho objects for which our soldiers are 
fighting in the Philippines. 
When 
there is talk of the cruelties commit­ 
ted in the Philippines, remember al­ 
ways that by far the greater propor­ 
tion of these cruelties have been com­ 
mitted by the insurgents against their 
own people—as well as against our 
soldiers—and that not only the surest 
but the only effectual way of stop­ 
ping them is by the progress of the 
American arms. 


Conquer to Promote Civil Rule. 
"Our soldiers conquer, and what is 
the object for which they conquer? 
To establish a military government? 
No. 
The laws w care now endeavor­ 
ing to enact for the government of 
the Philippines are to increase the 
power and domain of the civil at the 
expense of tho military authorities, 
and to render even more difficult than 
in the past the chance of oppression. 
“We believe that we can 
rapidly 
teach the people of the 
Philippine 
islands not only how to enjoy, but 
ho wto make good use of their free­ 
dom; and with their growing knowl­ 
edge the growth in selfgovernm ent 
shall keep steady pace. 
When they 
have thus shown their capacity for 
real freedom by their power of self­ 
government then, and not till then, 
will it bo possible to decide whether 
they are to exist Independently of us 
or be knit to us by ties of common 
friendship anti interest. 
When that 
day will come It Is not in human wis- 
dow now to foretell.”
